part in the removal of the elevated 
spur that extended on Forty-seo- 
ond street from Grand Cen Sta- 
tion to Hast River. 

The firme along Sixth avenue 
from Fifty-third street to Fifty- 
ninth street, the southernmost ¢x- 
tremity of Central Park, organized, 
some time ago, and called them- 
selves the Upper Sixth Avenue As- 
sociation. The association hurled 
itself, figuratively, at the elevated 
spur running within ite domains, 
and when the epur was removed, 
ite work done, the association dis- 
banded. That is the sort of civic 
bodies there are in New York City. 


BOOM HITS STREET 

One can say as much as one 
dares and can about the immense 
detriment an elevated line is to a 
street, but eas long as the “L” 
stands the proofs of that conten- 
tion that can be amassed form no 
great burden. If this article could 
be written years hence, when all 
of New York's “L's” are removed, 
it could be stuffed full with facta, 
facts that one knows now mainiy 
by common sense. 

But some solid etuff can be giv- 
en, for within the last three years 
two pleces of elevated lines, ap- 
pendages to the main systems, have 
been removed. Both have been 
mentioned—the upper Sixth ave- 
nve epur and that from Grafd Cen- 
tral to Bast River. 

Within two months after the 
Sixth aventie hranch had 
been torn down ft looked Wke a cy- 
clone had hit the section. Few 
streets in the world have ever 
| known such a boom. The Whole 
(eix blocks of tts length, and on 
hoth sides of the street, were af- 
fected. A one-story building, new- 
ly constructed and completed only 
three months. wae torn down to 
| make way for a fifteen-story apart- 
|} ment hotel with stores. Two solid 
blocks of mean tenements were 
razed, their places cut out for more 
modern etructures, high, soaring. 


| costly buildings. Sites were bought 


and work Was etarted on the erec- 
tion of two of the finest theaters 
in the citw——one of them for the 
Follies impresario, Filorenz Ziec- 
feild. Within eicht monthe renta 
had advanced 600 per cent. Hardly 
@ foot of the old gamut of clevated- 
bitten buildings escaped the regen- 
eration. 
CITY JUBILANT 

The whole city jubilated with 
upper Sixth avenue in ite newly 
come heritage of light and breadth 
of atreet and beauty. There wae a 
Brighter Sixth Avenue week and 
a mastodonic parade. People made 


ches. aixty-plece band 
played. All along the streets fags 
and bunting yly bedecked the 
buildings. e accompanying 


view will show cause enough for 
the elation. The picture showing 
the avenue before the removal of 
the “@.”’ ia fair to the ecene. The 
sun wae shining. The black wreath 
of “L’’ looks like a thunder cloud 
hovering over the street. 

A short while before the iast 
vestige of the spur was removed 
the Herald-Tribune had this to 
gay editorially: 

“A prescribed course for every 
New Yorker at thie moment should 
be a visit to upper Sixth avenue. 
where that despoiler of atreets, the 
elevated, is being piecemeal re- 
moved my acetylene torches. The 
change, the improvement, is be- 
yond imagining. Sixth avenue, that 
always seemed particularily narrow 
and choked, turne out to be a 
fine, wide thoroughfare. The mir- 
acie that happened in Forty-second 
street is happening again in Sixth 
avenue from Fifty- ird street 
north to the park.’ 


“The miracie that happened fn 
Forty-second street,” says the edi- 
torial. The word is wisely chosen 
and ts restrained temperately. 
That 
literally born again. Sumplight 
causes real estate values to grow 
ae certainly as it does plants and 
flowers. rea algal of the 
land and structures in that vicinity 
placed their worth at §2,500.000 
more. Values jumped that much 
overnight. It is interesting to note 
that for their forty years’ incum- 
branee the elevat railroads paid 
those same property owners one- 
fifth that amount-—-$600,000. They 
paid that sum only after a twenty- 
year legal battle and of course a 
considerable share of it was ab- 
sorbed by counsel fees. The ele- 
vateds are like a tumor that stunts 
growth and decimates the earning 
capacity. 

Further to complicate the tenure 
of the “L/” tn Forty-second street. 
there is now waging between the 
Interborough Rapid Transit Com- 
pany and the property owners a 
battle of the courts that will nor 
be fought out, it seems, in sev- 
eral summers. The transit com- 
re modestiy asks the sum of 
4,700,000 for having’ to 4iscon- 
tinue business on the spur, and 
this despite the fact that by its 
own admission the line was losing 
$30,000 a year. The city thinks 
$33,799 would be a fair reimburse- 
ment. It le doubtful if there ever 
was a more radical divergence of 
opinion on any subject. It te like, 
as a merchant ea!ld, buying a man 
for What he is worth and selling 
him for what he thinks he is 
worth. 


But whatever the amount of the 
sum finally decided upon, it will 
be borne by property owners eight 
blocks north and etght biocke 
south of Forty-second street. That 
is the way an “L” polsons a whole 
locality. Ite malignant effect is 
never confined to the artery it 
chances to be lodged in. 


HUGE RISE IN VAIAES 

A few days ago the Forty-Sec- 
ond Street Association gave a din- 
ner and one of the speakers there- 
at was Alexander ® Lyman, gen- 
eral attorney for the New York 
Central Railroad. The subject of 
his address was the real estate 
profit which has accrued by plac- 
ing the Grand Central Terminal 
track system undereround. He 
gave fgures, but recently compiled, 
and since they relate closely to 
elevated lines they will be atven. 

Mr. Lyman showed that land 
vaiues in the district hounded on 
the north by Fifty-eeventh street, 
on the south by Forty-first street 
and on the east and west by Lex- 
ington and Madison avenues had 
Jumped 255 per cent between 1904 
and 1926—or from $46.210.000 to 
$162.110.000. The value of the 
structures above ground have, tn 
the same space of time advanced 
932 per cent—or from $14,449.000 
to $149.432,000. What in cit- 
les is a squalid, eyesore-ish, noisy 
railroad yard ts in New York one 
of the choicest residential #ections. 
The underground system leaves the 
etreete above available for civic 
development and does not ostra- 
clre the Immediate Vicinity and 
make it anathema to investment. 
In time the profite from Steadily 
iInereasing values will more than 
wipe out the. cost of underground 
construction, Mr. Lyman sald. and 
will eventually turn tn a handsome 
profit not only to the railroads, but 
also to all real estate owners tn 
the vicinity.

DISLIKES POLICE 

In January, 1925, ‘Roberts vio- 
lated a traffic rule in the very 
heart of the city during the peak 
rush hour. He was arrested. ar- 
raigned and, of course, discharged 
by a fellow-magistrate. Roberts's 
plea was that he had not seen 
the sign prohibiting left-hand 
oe at the particular intersec- 


When court was conduct- 
ed the following week Roberts 
brazenly informed, indirectly, the 
several hundred defendants 
brought In by police for violations, 
that he would discharge them if 
they had not seen the signa. 

That day, and on subsequent 
days, no one saw any signs. 

Charles P. Vaughan, the Cham- 
ber of Commerce president, who 
was one of the voluntary commit- 
tee of four that brought about a 
reconciliation between the Mayor 
and myself, was arrested at this 
time for speeding—for going more 
than forty miles an hour. 

He too, was arraigned before 
Roberts, and the two—Roberts, 
sworn to deal out justice and pun- 
ish offenders, and Vaughan, head 
of an organization conducting «a 
vigorous campaign for slow and 
safe driving and strongly advocat- 
strict enforcement of traffic 
| laws—held a little love feast, with 
ithe wealthy manufacturer patting 
ithe plumber-jJudge on the back. 
|Vaughan was discharged and the 
policeman was berated for doing 
his eworn duty. 


BLAME PLACED 

The clamor for strict enforce- 
ment of these rules vontinued, and 
the police were blamed for the 
nonenforcement. A study revealed 
the real seat of the blame. 

In a three-month veriod police 
; made 7900 arrests for traffic ordl- 
/nance violat! ona. 
| The privilege-demanAing clams- 
es, through their social, financial 
or political influence, were never 
summoned to appear. Out of the 

7900 arrested, 6300 were not even 
| summoned to court. 

| Only 1600 were even summoned, 
iand of that number, 1300 did not 
‘appear—having used their infiu- 
ence to have the work of the po- 
lice nullified. 

Of the 400 who 414 appear, only 
sixty were fined. These sixty per- 
sons were lowly ones, undoubtedly, 
pee and without influential 

riends. 


How could any law be enforced 
when out of 7900 persons arrested 
by police, only sixty were pun- 


e

corded throughout my two years’ 


stay. 
CROOKED POLICE 
In the meantime, we began to 
get after crooked police, men who 
and “shook-down” law yvio- 
lators. In many instances it was 
charged, and frequently truthfully, 
that the police would visit joints 
prior to a raid and “shake-down” 
the proprietors, explaining to them 
that a raid must be made, that it 
had beer ordered by me, but that 
nothing would be found, providing 
rotection money was forthcom- 
g. Several policemen, trapped by 
investigators, were tried, convicted 
and dismissed for such offenses. 
During this period the question of 
censoring plays came up. A board 


called to the attention of police 
eeveral plays which they termed 
“indecent,” because of the scanty 
attire of the chorus girls and the 
obecenity of the lines of the prin- 
cipals. 

After confirming the reports of 
the censors, through police obser- 
vation and investigation, the order 
wae given: 

“Clothe the girls or close the 
show!" 

After much quibbling and pro- 
test, the producers gave in. 

The public, while clamoring for 


to flock to the shows that were 
known to be salacious and against 
which we were contemplating ac- 
tion, while the clean shows played 
to poor or moderate houses. 

That's just another example of 
the hypocrisy of many -people.

Stock Market as Barometer of Business Conditions at 
Present Regarded as Faulty

NEW YORK, April 21.-—To most people the reasong back of a 
rising or « falling market are, so they think, perfectly plain, but 
when stocks strike a dead level from which they do not move 
time, the underlying causes are not so well understood. 

Pewhaps the popular attitude¢growing 


toward a dull market may be 
traced to an old saying that stocks 
never stand still; they are always 
going up or coming down. 
course, the saying has no basis in 
history, but the idea that some- 
thing is wrong unless a movement 
ig on, prevails generally. 

It so happens that in the pres- 
ent instance, the lethargy, tnactiv- 
ity and dullness of the market re- 
fiect @ state that is perfectly nat- 
ural and one which In no sense can 
be interpreted as a sign that some- 
thing is seriously wrong with busi- 
ness. 

That the March. liquidation 
started in correction of an overdone 
bull movement, is common know!l- 
edge now, but what many persons 
do not understand is that once an 
adjustment is made between stock 
prices and earnings, the market 


then will be gover Pp y by 
future prospects. 
Whether the period of ust- 


ment in the market is or is not 
over, the future will tell, but cer- 
tainly the major corrections have 
been made and from now on more 
and more we may expect to see the 
movement in stocks influenced by 
the general trend in industry and 
trade.

OLD BLARNEY CASTLE 
HAS CHANGED HANDS 


In the County of Cork, in Gouth- 
ern Ireland, there is a little town 
of leas than 1000 inhabitants which 
bears the name of Blarney. It was 
near here that in 1446 an Irish- 


man by the name of Cormac Mc- 
Carthy, after contemplating for 
some time the erection of a castle 
which would adequately repre- 
sent his importance and his mili- 
tary str@éngth, began to Iny the 
foundations of Blarney Castle. Evi- 
dently the pugnacious Irish tem- 
perament was something to be con- 
tended with in those days, for 
Cormac McCarthy builded well and 
truly and made some of his castle 
walls no less than eighteen feet 
thick. It was a fine castle that 
Cormac builded and he loved it 
and could not be easily persuaded 
t® part with it, but a time came 
when he realized that force could 
not prevent it passing into the 
hands of the Lord-Lieutenant of 


Ireland, who demanded its sur- 
render. 
Therefore, though the lord of 


Blarney Castle may not have been 
the first cajoling-tongued Irishman, 
he was at least the man who gave 
flattery a new name, for by his 
“blarneying” he was able to stave 
off confiecation of his castle. 
There is a stone in Blarney Caa- 
tle which has literally put the 
into history, for otherwiece 
we would never have heard of it.

SQUINTS 

Miss M. is a girl 18 years of age 
who has a “turn” in her right eye 
since she was 2 years old. Is an 
operation dangerous, how long 
would ft take and is there any 
risk of going blind? She wants to 
know. 

If your parents had known, you 
probably could have had the squint 
corrected by glasses and special 
exercises when it first began. In 
a squint there is something that is 
causing one of the eye muscles to 
be shorter or to pull barder than 
its companion muscle on the other 
side, and when this condition 
comes in early childhood and is 
treated immediately with special 
| exercises and glasses it may be cor- 
rected. My text-book on eye dis- 
eases states that ufter the sixth 
year the nonoperative treatment 
is not usually effective. 

The time it would take for the 
eye to recover from an operation 
will depend upon the amount of 
work which would have to be done. 
But ft ia not very long.

Buch processes for the extrac- 
tion of of] from off shales have 
been perfected in Southern Cali- 
fornia as will make possible the 
production of of] from this source 
on a large scale, it was stated yes- 
terday by Dr. Victor C. Alderson 
of Denver, former president of the 
Colorado School of Mines.

the promotion of oil production 
from Shales. He is the president 
of the Wyoming Shale Oj) Prod- 
ucts Company of Green River, 
Wyo., Which ts constructing a plant 
for the extraction of oil from the 
vicinity of 
Green River. The plant, which 
will begin operations within ninety 
days, will handle 250 tons of shale 
per day, and plans are contem- 
plated to increase its capacity to 
1000 tons per day in a short time. 

“My object in visiting Southern 
California at this time,” said Dr. 
Alderson, who is at the Biltmore, 
“was primarily to observe the 
processes for the extraction of oll 
from ol] shales perfected by the 
M. J. Trumble Company at Alham- 
bra. I brought with me 700 
pounds of our Green River shale 
which was put through the Trum- 
ble process yesterday with emi- 
nently eatisfactory resulta We 
Shall install this process at our 
plant, as the demonstration yes- 
terday convinced me that it pro- 
vides ani entirely practical method 
for producing of] from ehales.” 

The test showed that the Green 
River shale with the new process 
will yield thirty gallons of of! of 
a superior quality from each ton 
of shale. Dr. Alderson sald. He 
added that the cost of handling 
the shale will run less than $1.25 
a ton.

“Did you ever see veteran fire- 
men, calloused policemen and 


literally dropping ‘to the street in 
heaps?" 

The speaker was James P. Ross, 
veteran New York City reporter, 


who was in Los Angeles yester- 
day as the guest of Henry H. Gra- 
ham, manager of the Witmore Ho- 
tel, Becond and Figueroa. Mr, 
Ross was reading The Times of 
the fight to keep Los Angeles 
streets free from elevated rati- 
road tracks. That was what 
brought the query from his lips. 
Continuing, Mr. Rosas related: 

“T used to think that firemen, 
policemen and reporters old in the 
service were all immune to shock 
and the odds and ends of tragedy 
coming to them in their calling. 
But, know. better now. This 
information came to me through 
an “L” accident in New York 
which I viewed from the ‘ring 
side’ you might say, a few years 
ago and which took a terrible toll 
in killed and maimed. 

“Out on an assignment, I had 
just reached the street when I 
was startled by a deafening crash. 
Looking a block up the street I 
was horrified to see the debris 
of what had been two elevated 
trains, locomotives and passenger- 
filled coaches, making that awful 
drop to the street below a twisted 
mass of wooden, steel and human 
wreckage. I ran to the scene as 
fast as I could. My badge gained 
me access.through the police lines, 
already Whgtily being formed 
trafic policemen. 

“I have covered every sort of 
disaster, but for all nerve-tearing 
sights deliver me from ever again 
butting into an ‘L/’ wreck. 

“As I reached the spot a broad- 
fronted policeman sensing that I 
was there for a purpose command- 
ed that I give a hand in extri- 
cating & man nearest us from be- 
neath a coach which appeared lit- 
erally smeared to the roadway. We 
gathered him up all right bu the 
oor fellow. semiconscious and 

unned, begged pitifully that we 
bring his arm. Then for the first 
time I observed that his arm had 
been taken off at the shoulder. 

“Peertng back under the wreck- 
age I looked for the missing part. 
but without result. Just then the 
policeman pointing to the cks 
above eald, “There's the rest of him 
up wonder.’ Sure enough, the po- 
liceman was right. We could see 
the arm hanging from a twisted 
girder overhead. As I turned my 
gaze I was in time to see the 
policeman sway and fall in a faint. 

“In another minute or 60 crews 
of firemen began plling in to the 
wreck with axes and crow , 
in efforts to release the dead end 
dying. Aes they worked blood 
dropping from the tracks above 
bespattered their faces and hands 
so that it completely unnerved 
some of the veterans. 

“I saw two of them topple over. 
and one of them was a captain 
with more than twenty years’ serv- 
ice. We were Ifterally slipping in 
over other bits of what once had 
been humans. 

“Finally I manged to get to a 
corner drug store and flash a tele- 
phone alarm to my ¢ity editor. 
He already had dispatched a 
bunch of the fellows to the wreck.

writing my part of that wreck fer 
that day's edition. My nerves were 
all warped and enaried. My fol- 
low story the next day drew a 
eltation from the editor and I was 
proud of my work. . 

“Never fainted but once in my 
life. That was the time and that 
was why I reached the drug store.

Max Gottlieb was a German 
Jew, born in Saxony in 1850. 
Though he took his medical de- 
gree, at Heidelberg, he was never 
interested in practicing medicine. 


He was a -follower of Helmholtz, 
and youthful researches in the 
physics of sound convinced him of 
the need of the quantitative nreth- 
od in the medical sciences. Then 
Koch's discoyeries drew him into 

Always ean elaborately careful 
worker, a maker of long rows of 
figures, always realizing the pres- 
ence of uncontrollable variables, 
always a vicious assailant of what 
he termed slackness or lie or pom- 

onity, never too kindly to well- 
fn tentioned stupidity, he worked in 
the laboratories of Koch, of Pas- 
teur, he followed the early state- 
ments of Pearson in biometrics. 
he drank beer and wrote vitriolic 
letters, he voyaged to Italy and 
Pneland and Scandinavia, and 
casually, between two days, he 
married (ashe might have bought 
a coat or hired a housekeeper) the 
patient and wordless daughter of 
a gentile merchant. 

Then began a series of experi- 
ments, very important, very wun- 
dramatic-sounding, very long, and 
exceedingly unappreciated. Back 
in 1881 he was confirming Pas- 
teur’s results in chieken-cholera 
immunity and, for relief and pas- 
time, trying to separate an enzyme 
from yeast. 

A few years later, living on the 
tiny inheritance from his father, 
a petty banker, and quite care- 
leasly and cheerfully exhausting It, 
he was analyzing critically the 
ptomain theory of disease, and In- 
vestigating the mechanism of the 
attenuation of virulence of micro- 
organisms. He got thereby small 
fame. Perhaps he was overcau- 
tious, and more than the devil or 
starvation he hated men who 
rushed into publication unpre- 
pared. 

Though he meddied Iittie in 
pclitics, considering them the most 
repetitious and least scientific of 
human activities, he was «@ suffi- 
ciently patriotic German to hate 
the Junkers. As a youngster he 
had a fight or two with ruffilnge 
subalterns; once he spent a week 
in fall: often he waa infurtated by 
discriminations against Jews; and 
at 40 he went sadly off to the 
America which could never be- 
come militaristic or ant!-Semitioc— 
to the Hoagland Laboratory in 
Brooklyn, then to Queen City Unil- 
versity as professor of bacteriology. 

Here he made,his first investi- 
eation of toxin-antitoxin reactions. 
He announced that antibodies, ex- 
cepting antitoxin, had no relation 
to the inmemune etate of an an!mal, 
and while he himself was being 
ragingly. denounced in the small, 
‘but hectle world of sctentistse, he 
dealt. calmly and most brutally 
with Yersin’s and Marmorek's 
theories of sera. 

His dearest dream, now and for 
years of racking research, was the 
artificial production of antitoxin-— 
its production in vitre. Once he 
was prepared to publish, but he

found an error and rigidly sup- 
notes 

All the while he was ionely. 
There was apparently no cne in: 
Queen City who regarded him as 
other than a cranky Jew catchin 
microbes by their little tails an 
leering at them-—no work for « 
tall man at a time when heroes 
were building bridges, experiment- 
ing with horseless carriages, writ- 
ing the first of the poetic com- 
pelling ada, and selling miles of 
calico and cigars. 


In 1899 he wae called to the 
University of Winnemac, as pro- 
fessor of bacteriology the 
medical school, and here he 
érudged on for a dozen years. 

Not once did he talk of results 
of the sort called “practical:” not 
once did he cease warring on the 
post hoe propter hoc conclusions 
which still make up most medical | 
lore; not once 4id he fail to be 
hated by his colleagues, who were 
respectful to. his face, uncomfort- 
able in feeling his tronic power. 
but privily joyous to call him Me- 
phisto, diabolist, killjoy, pessimist, 
destructive critic, filppant, cynic, 
scientific bounder, lacking fn dig- 
nity and seriousness, intellectual 
rey pacifist, anarchist, atheist, 
ew 


They sald, with reason, that he 
was so devoted to pure science, to 
art for art's sake, that he would 
rather have peopie die by § the 
right therapy than be cured by 


the wrong. Having built a shrine 
for humanity, he wanted to kick 
out of ft all mere human beings. 

The total number of his papers, 
tn a brisk scientific realm, where 
really clever people published five 
times a year, wast not more than 
twenty-five in thirty years. They 
were all exquisitely finished, ait 
easily reduplicated and checked by 
the doubtfuilest critics. 

At Winnemac he was pleased 
by large facilities for work, by ex- 
cellent assistants, endless g«lass- 
ware, plenty of gujnea pigs, enough 
monkeys; but he was bored by the 
round of teaching, and melancholy 
again in a lack of understanding 
friends. Always he sought some 
one to whom he could talk with- 
out suspicion or caution. He was 
human enough, when he meditated 
upon the exaltation of doctors 
bold through ignorance, of inven- 
tors who were but tinkers magni- 
fied, to be irritated by his lack of 
fame in America, and to complain 
not too nobly. 

He had never dined with « 
duchess, never received a prize, 
never been interviewed, never pro- 
duced anything which the public 
could understand nor éxperienced 
anything since his schoolboy 
amours which nice people could 
regard as romantic. He was, in 
fact, an authentic scientist. 

He was of the great benefactors 
of humanity. There will never, in 
any age, be an effort to end the 
great epidemics or the petty in- 
fections which will not have been 
influenced by Max Gottifeb’s re- 
searches, for he was not one who 
tagged and prettily classified bac- 
teria and protozoa. 

He sought their chemistry y sa 
laws of thetr existence and 4 
struction, basic laws for the _ 
part unknown after a generation 
of busy bioclogista. Yet they were 
right who called him “pessimist,” 
for this man, who, as much as any 
other, will have been the cause of 
reducing infectious diseases te al-
